THE RIGHTS OF NEUTRALS 


Both England and Germany have seen fit to question American 


neutrality during the course of the present war. While the question 
of neutrality was supposed to have been settled by past wars, yd 
the subject has again been foiccd to the front and the present con 
fliet ought to settle it. 


The German ambassador recently raised thi.i question in rcla 


lion to the sale of arms by American manufacturers. 
The reply ol 


the State Department to Ambassador Bernstorff is a clear and ex- 
plicit reply to the criticisms which have come from both sides. It 
determines the right of citizens of neutral powers to sell anything 
and everything to any one who is prepared to pay for them.

No 
longer ago than the Russo-Japanese Avar did the, powers of Western 
Europe pursue 1he same course the people of this country have pur- 
sued from the outset of the present stmgglc. 


It was from Germany, we have been reuiinded, that Russia re- 


ceived the inajor portion of her supplies, the Krupp factory alone 
employing. 28,000 men to turn out war material for the Russians. 
There,-was then no suggestion that the German government should 
interfere'with this traffic, which was recognized all over the world 
as being entirely legal—as, indeed, it was. There is no more reason 
why the American government should interfere IIOAV. It is the old 
question as to -whose ox is gored. 


If Germany had absolute control of the ocean, as the allies have 


there would be no suggestion from Germany that the American poo- 
pie should be deprived of their rights to sell guns and ammunition 
,to the German armies. Under such conditions we should doubtless 
have had a tremendous howl from the allies. The question is, there- 
fore, not as to the rights of free Americans, but father as to the sea 
-power of the parties to the present deplorable struggle. 
If the Brit- 


ish North sea fleet should be destroyed tomorrrfw we should no doubt 
^ee an enormous development of trade with Germany in Avar ma- 
terial. 


If our German friends will but sit down quietly and interiogate 


their own consciences they will admit that no German in the Avorkl 
—and certainly not the German government or its American ambas- 
sador—would object to such trade. They are suffering, not from 
1-he unncutrality of Americans, but Cr^m their own Aveakness on the 
.ocean.
